Indianapolis, Ind, April 2. —Indiana 
became “dry” from border to border 
tonight at midnight. The state-wide 
prohibition law so written that intoxi-} 
cating liquor may not be manufac- 
tured, sold, given away, or shipped into 
the state, except for medical and sacra- 
2h wane purposes, took ‘effect at that 
our 

Members of the Indiana anti-saloon 
league estimated that 3,400 saloons in 
the state closed their doors. They 
estimated that thirty breweries in the 
state were affected)and possibly twelve 
to fifteen distilleries. The amount of 
money, the league members say, that 
has been spent annually for intoxicat- 
ing liquor in the state is $25,000,000, 
which they say under the prohibition 
law will be “ saved.”. , 

The closing of all places where 
iquor might be purchased followed 
strenuous efforts of the “wets” to 
have the law declared unconstitutional. 
The Indiana Supreme court heard oral 
arguments in two cases involving the 
law today, but no decision Was ren- 
dered. | 


MASSACHUSETTS DRYS WIN, 
‘Boston, Mass., April 2.—The senate 
today, by a vote of 27 to 12, ratified the 
federal yprohibitory amendment, con- 
curring with the house, which took 
similar action a week ago. An effort 
to substitute a referendum measure 
was lost, 25 to 14. Opponents of rati- 
fication moved to have the matter re- 
ferred to “all persons qualified to vote 
‘for school committee,” which would 
have included both men and women.

Washington, D. C., April 2.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The views held by law officers 
of the government that President Wil- 


son exceeded’ legislative authority in 
exempting conscientious objectors 


bring about a movement for ‘amending 
the draft act. 

Under the selective draft law the 
president is limited to exempting mem- 
bers of a religious sect opposed to war, 
as law officers construe the act. The 
president by executive order, however, 
also has exempted men with “con- 
scientious scruples” against military 
service, permitting these men to serve 
in the medical, quartermaster, or engi- 
meer corps. 

In raising the point that the execu- 
tive order exceeds. the law, law officers. 

today said Secretary Baker had been 
“misled by Soctalist advisers” in Ere 
curing the order. 

The  president’s executive order 
quotes the lahguage of section 4 of 
the selective draft act. The order pro- 
vides that: 

“ Persons ordered’ to report for mill- 
tary service under the above act who 
have (a) been certified by their local 
boards to be members of a religious 
sect or organization as defined in sec- 
tion 4 of said act; re a ain 
participating in war con: 
fscientious scruples, but have failed 
to receive certificates as members of 

religious sect or organization from 
hear local board, will be assigned to 
noncombatant service as defined in 
paragraph 1 to the extent that such 
persons are able to accept service as 
aforesaid without violation of the relig- 
jous or other conscientious scruples 
by them in good faith entertained.” —
